ment required, would be prohibited 
from watering its stock, and would 
be required to sell to all customers 
upon the same terms, due allowance 
being made for cost of transporta­ 
tion. 
Would if “extirpate and de­ 
stroy” business to require these li­ 
censed corporations to do business 
on an honest basis and to be reason­ 
able in their 
business 
methods? 
Would not the benefit accruing to 
the ninety-nine 
small corporations 
thus 
protected from conscienceless 
methods be enough to offset any evil 
effects that might follow from such 
restraint of a few big corporations 
Is business so dependent upon dis­ 
honesty and unfairness that it would 
be “ extirpated and destroyed" if mor­ 
als were introduced where it con­ 
trolled one-half of the business in 
which it was engaged, it would, ac­ 
cording to the democratic plgn, have 
to stop expanding.
